Hoover Expresses Views on 
South America. 

German Advantage Bugbear 
and Exaggerated. 


American Manufacturers Are 
the Favored Ones.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 29.—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Herbert Hoover 
today expressed an optimistic view 
of American trade prospects in 
South America. In an interview 
Hoover @clared that the bugbear 
of ruinous European competition in 
he South America market which 
has gained credence in some trade 
quarters is altogether unjustified by 
the facts. Germany cannot under- 
sell the American exporter in South 
America for any appreciable length 
of time, the Secretary of Com- 
merce stated, because she cannot 
square the existing low cost of pro- 
duction in some lines with the 
reconomic problem she faces in 
keeping her industries going and in 
meeting the conditions imposed on 
her in the war settlements. 

UNNECESSARY ALARM. 

“The situation as to European 
competition with us in South Ameri- 
can trade will not bring so complete 
a disaster to our future commerce 
as has been inferred in some quar- 
ters.“ said Mr. Hoover. “We have 
certain export specialties and certain 
repetitive goods that no one can 
dislodge. to on more 
nearly competitive basis of produc- 
tion we will need to improve our 
processes and our business methods 
no doubt, but we can hold onto our 
share.. The reduced purchasing 
power of Latin-American countries 
reacts unfavorably on all exporting 
countries. 

“Until the present crisis in Latin 
America, due largely to the world 
slump in demand for important raw 
materials, has passed, no resumption 


can be expected. Recent figures 
indicate that the decrease in for- 
eign sales to Latin America affects 
German and other European manu- 
facturers in almost the same degree 
as those of the United States. The 
withdrawal of a few American ex- 
port houses from Latin-American 
trade centers can be paralleled with 
similar curtailments of Buropean 
export organizations.
